(a) The owner, agent, master, oper-
ator, or person in charge of a vessel,
except a barge, bound for a port or
place in the United States and carrying
certain dangerous cargo, shall notify
the Captain of the Port of the port or
place of destination at least 24 hours
before entering that port or place of
the:

the vessel does not have an assigned
IMO international number, the official
number of the vessel;

(9) Name of the port or place of des-
tination;

(10) Estimated date and time of ar-
rival at this port or place;

§ 160.213 Notice of departure: Vessels
carrying certain dangerous cargo.

(a) The owner, agent, master, oper-
ator, or person in charge of a vessel,
except a barge, departing from a port
or place in the United States for any
other port or place and carrying cer-
tain dangerous cargo, shall notify the
Captain of the Port or place of depar-
ture at least 24 hours before departing,
unless this notification was made with-
in 2 hours after the vessel’s arrival, of
the:

§ 160.215 Notice of hazardous condi-
tions.

§ 160.301 What is the purpose of this
subpart?

This subpart contains temporary reg-
ulations implementing the Ports and
Waterways Safety Act (33 U.S.C. 1221 et

seq.) and related statutes. The informa-
tion collected as a result of these tem-
porary regulations will help Captains
of the Port assess vessel and marine fa-
cility preparedness for potential Year
2000-related malfunctions.

§ 160.303 When is this subpart effec-
tive?

This subpart is effective from July
23, 1999 through March 31, 2000.

§ 160.305 To which vessels and facili-
ties does this subpart apply?

This subpart applies to:
(a) Vessels owned in the United

States and foreign flag vessels oper-
ating on waters subject to the jurisdic-
tion of the U.S. between August 1, 1999,
and March 31, 2000;

(b) Vessels owned in the United
States and foreign flag vessels engaged
in lightering operations under part 156
of this title on the navigable waters of
the United States or in the marine en-
vironment;

(c) Vessels inspected under Chapter
33 of Title 46 United States Code; and

(d) Marine facilities as defined in
§ 160.309.

§ 160.307 Which vessels and facilities
are exempt from this subpart?

The following vessels and facilities
are exempt from this subpart:

(a) Recreational vessels under 46
U.S.C. 4301 et seq.;

(b) Public vessels;
(c) Uninspected commercial fishing

vessels;
(d) Uninspected barges;
(e) Foreign flag vessels engaged in in-

nocent passage;
(f) Uninspected passenger vessels; and
(g) Facilities directly operated by the

Department of Defense or under the au-
thority of the Department of the Inte-
rior.

§ 160.309 What definitions apply to this
subpart?

As used in this subpart:
Agent means any person, partnership,

firm, company, or corporation engaged
by the owner or charterer of the vessel
to act in their behalf in matters con-
cerning the vessel.

Facility Representative means the
owner, operator, person in charge, or
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
